GAY DITTY WINS 


A splendid afternoon's sport rewarded the 
large company that assembled in the beauti- 
fully appointed Phoenix Park enclosure on Satur- 
day, and it was carried out under the most 
delightful conditions. The glorious summer sun- 
shine was all the more appreciated because of 
the wretched weather of the preceding days, 
when rain and gloom prevailed, and, needless to 
say, the change was very welcome. The ground 
yielded excellent going, and runners were forth- 
coming in strength—seventy horses in all con- 
tested the half-dozen events—and, if backers 
fared somewhat disastrously, the quality of the 
racing would have made some amends.

won by Ferdia, He, however, disappointed once 
more; nor did Snow Ball perform up to expecta- 
tions, and victory rested with Low Tide, who 
was in the van throughout and won comfortably 
from the country trained Knock Brack and 
Slogan. A big field contested the Two- Year-Old 
Plate, and a hot favourite was quickly found in 
Alienate, carrying the Rabona colours of Mr. J. 
J. Maher. She was backed down to to 4, but 
the task was beyond her compass, and she was 
relegated into third place by. Marten-Wing and 
Jackdaw of Rheims, the first-named of which 
FR had more in hand than the haif-length 

which she won might suggest. She had been 
placed eecond or third in each of her three 
previous races, and those who fancied her now 
were able to procure nice odds to their money.

PROSPECTS IN SOUTH 
AFRICAN ORANGE-GROWING 


Orange-growing in the Union of South 
Africa has become an important undertaking 
and will be much greater. This year about 
fourteen thousand tons of oranges will be 
exported from the Union to Britain, and 
still more groves are being planted, and 
many groves already planted are not yet in 


bearing. 

Is it being overdone? Nobody can infal- 
libly predict the future of any industry, 
especially in these times, but such gauges as 
there are indicate that the future for South 
African orange-growing is promising. 

Oranges to the value of about £8,000,000 
are annually consumed in Britain, mainly in 
winter. South Africa exporte at present Jess 
than one-twentieth that amount of oranges, 
and exports them in the English summer 
when there is least competition from other 
orange-growing countries. 
_ Moreover, though the consumption of fruit 
in Britain is great in the aggregate, it is 
much lower per head of population than in 
other civilised countries. Increasing know- 
ledge of the value of fruit. as especially of 
oranges, in dietary, will correct that 
anomaly, and the probability is that 
demand will keep ahead of supply. Besides, 
there are outside markets.

| A League of Peace, 


The third session of the League of 
Nations will open at Geneva to-day; Ths 
inaugural sermon was preached yester- 
day by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and for the next four weeks the world's 
Parliament will deliberate on its manifold 
problems. Some fifty different nations 
have sent delegates to Geneva. . The 
British Empire delegation will be led by the 
Earl of Balfour. All the Dominions will 
be represented, and the Egyptian Govern- 
ment is taking steps to secure the admis- 
sion of special delegates from Egypt. 
Owing to the delays in the passing of the 
Constitution, the Irish Free State will 
have no direct representation ; but, doubt- 
less, when the Assembly meets again, 
Irish delegates will swell] its ranks. The 
programme which has been arranged for 
the third Assembly is very ambitious, and 
the four weeks’ session will be crowded 
with work. All sorts of reports await its 
approval; the topics of discussion range 
from the Polish question to the claims of 
Esperanto as an international language. 
The first week, and possibly also the 
second, will be devoted almost entirely 
to routine work. Then several interna- 
tional disputes must be considered, in- 
cluding the Polish-Lithuanian  contro- 
versy, which the League has been trying 
in vain to settle for the past two years. 
In January of the present year the 
problem of Vilna was “settled '. by an 
official decree of the League, which had 
been requested to act as an arbitrator in 
the matter; but now the Lithuanians 
assert that the Poles have ignored its 
award and demand that the whole question 
shall be opened de novo. é

American Consuls. 


In withdrawing the exequaturs of the 
American Consul and Vice-Consul at New- 
castle-on-Tyne the British Government 
took a drastic step, but not one which 
could result in an exchange of diplomatic 
unpleasantries. A consul is charged 
with the duty of promoting the trade 
and commerce of his country in 
every possible way—and this not less 
at the expense, if necessary, of 
the commercial community in which he 
functions than of others. It is in the 
pursuit of this duty that a consul is most 
likely to incur the displeasure of the 
Government which has granted his 
erequatur. In practice, however, few 
incidents of the kind which has caused the 
temporary closing of the American Coa- 
sulate at’ Newcastle have occurred. So 
long ago as 1856 the United States Govern- 
ment claimed, and the British Government 
fully conceded, the right of a Government 


any explanation of its actions. In that case 
certain British consuls in Philadelphia, 
New York and elsewhere were deprived by 
the United States Government of their 
exequaturs on the ground that they had 
engaged in recruiting for the British 
Army. The British Government declined 
to admit that its consuls had acted im- 
properly, but conceded that it had no 
right to enter into the merits of the case. 
That is precisely the position which has 
arisen in connection with the two Ameri- 
ean officials at Newcastle-on-Tyne. Before

If the United States Government has, 
in fact, instructed its consuls to with- 
hold, or threaten to withhold, visas 
in order to compel British subjects to 
travel in American ghips, it ought to say 
so. The British Government obviously 
cannot then deprive all the American 
consuls of their exequaturs. It must act, 
if at all, directly—that is to say, by com- 
pelling Americans visiting Britain to 
travel in British ships. This policy would 
produce an absurd position and would lead 
to an arrangement between the two 
Governments for a divigion of the Atlantic 
passenger traffic, It would be a thoroughly 
bad arrangement becausé, when competi- 
tion was eliminated, both services would 
deteriorate. If, on the other hand, the 
United States has made no such rule, and 
does not propose to make it, the American 
Consul at Newcastle clearly acted with 
impropriety if, as alleged, he put difficul- 
ties in the way of British subjects who 
proposed to travel to the United States by 
British lines. 


A Helping Hand. 


Two years ago a scheme for helping girls 
to become self-supporting was started in 
Southern Ireland by the Central Com- 
mittee on Women’s Training and Employ- 
ment. The Committee has done excellent 
work, and all who know its value will 
regret that it is now coming to an end 
through lack of funds. The money which 
the Committee obtained from the late 
Government was expended in free grants 
for the training of girls whose praspects 
had been impaired by the war. A letter 
which we print to-day shows that the total 
grant, spent or earmarked for the training 
of selected girls, amounts to £21,000. 
The results of a comparatively small ex- 
penditure have been very fruitful. Train- 
ing grants were given to somo 370 girls. 
They have been helped to fit themselves 
for clerical and educational employment 
and for appointments in the field of 
“domestic science.’’. Already at least one 
half of those who have completed their 
training have secured positions. Forty-six 
of them are in clerical employment. 
“ Three adventurous sisters from a remote 
part of Ireland immediately secured well- 
paid posts in Spain, Poland and Czecho- 
Slovakia respectively.” “ Domestic science ”’ 
‘includes cooking, housekeeping and mid- 
wifery, and there seems to be a keen 
demand for ladies who have trained es 
children’s nurses. The Committee’s report 
says that the best openings in an over- 
crowded labour market at the present time 
are to be found in the teaching profession 
or in domestic life. .Under the Com- 
mittee’s scheme home-craft training 
classes were held in Dublin, Cork and 
other centres. The classes were organised 
by the local technical instruction com- 
mittees, and the courses lasted for thirteen 
weeks. Some 600 women and girls 
benefited by this training, and it is 
believed that many of them have taken 
employment in domestic service. The 
Committee has laboured without any fuss 
or advertisement ; but few other organisa- 
tions can have done better work for the 
country during the past two years. Surely 
the Government of the Free State owes to 
the women of Ireland the duty of provid- 
ing that this helping hand shall not be 
withdrawn from them. 
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Protection Run Wild. 


The United States Tariff Bill is a 
reductio ad absurdum of the policy of pro- 
tection. It is an outcome of the great 
power which the Farmers’ Party now 
wields in Congress. The _ representa- 
tives of industrial interests have courted 
the farmers by consenting to crushing 
tariffs on imported foodstuffs, and in 
return the farmers have voted for similar 
imposts on imported’ textiles and 
machinery. The Senate’s amendments 
have made the Bill more extravagant than 
ever. One of them, for instance, inflicts 
a heavy fine on owners of vessels who 
make repairs in foreign ports when such 
repairs are not rendered necessary by 
stress of weather or accident. The fine 
amounts to 50 per cent. of the cost of the 
repairs. Its object, of course, is to pro- 
vide work for American yards. In effect, 
however, as all sensible Americans per- 
ceive, the result of such legislation must 
be entirely mischievous. The New York 
Tribune points out that a shipmaster will 
take chances with the lives of his pas- 
sengers rather than pay this exorbitant 
tax. Public hostility to the Tariff Bill is 
increasing, and it is quite possible that, 
if Congress refuses to amend it drastically, 
there may be a widespread demand for the 
Presidential] veto. It is obvious, in the 
first place, that Great Britain must trade 
with the United States if she is to be 
able to pay her war debt, In the next 
place, it is certain that, by doubling or 
trebling the cost of living in America, the 
Bill would arouse fierce hostility against 
the present Administration, If it becomes 
law and is enforced, it will make a gift 
of the next Presidential election to the 
Democrats. 


GLIDING OR FLIGHT.

DUBLIN'S OPPORTUNITY. 


Gliding is not flying, though the belated 
activities of some newspapers, with more zeal 
than knowledge, would lead one to suppose so. 
As with most things, the dividing line is vague, 
though the difference may be best expressed by 
Saying that gliding desiderates gteady atmo- 
spheric conditions, true flight-varying currents, 
as are found in the tropies or mountainous dis- 
tricts, such as the Rhón or the Puy de Dome. 
A glider uses the resistance of the air to retard 
the inevitable ending of its flight, steadily dis- 
sipating the potential energy due to its weight 
and altitude. The *‘gaitplans " derives fresh 
energy from the changing force and direction of 
the wind, s 
The true mechanism of winged flight, the 
rol ó voile,” ie not known. Some hold it to 
be due to undulations in the wind, producing 
on the flexible wing surface a forward propulsive 
component. Others hold it' to be merely 
gliding, with variation of the centre of 
gravity and wing incidence. A glider 
meeting a gust of wind may gain in 
height more than sufficient to compensate for 
loss of “ ground,” but this is not the method of 
the ‘oiseaux voiliers.”” The great birds of 
prey never flap their wings, save to rise the 
first few feet, thenceforward with motionless 
wings, sailing upward 100 feet per minute, or 
floating in vast orbits, “and a field glass and 
long and careful attention can detect no motion 
in the endless circles of the Frigate bird or 
Condor.” 

Le Bris, in 1854, referring to an albatross he 
had shot, says:—‘‘ I took the wing and exposed 
it to the breeze, and lo, in spite of me, it drew 
forward into the breeze, and tended to rise. ' 
He built an artificial bird with non-flapping 
wings, and was credited with having risen 300 
eet. 

Worthy of remark in this year’s Rhéin flights 
is the pre-eminent part taken by students, none

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DEATH OF THE DUCHESS 
'.. OF ALBANY. 


DAUCHTER-IN-LAW OF OUEEN 
VICTORIA. 


The news of the death of the Duchess of 
Albany in the Tyrol on Friday morning nas 
been received with sincere regret, and. also 
with surprise, as Her Royal Hignness appeared 
to be in good health when she left England 
about a month ago. | ! 

On receipt of the information in London on 
Saturday, the following notice was issued in the 
afternoon from the Lord Chamberlain’s Office — 

“The King commands that the Court shail 
wear mourning for four weeks trom this day 
for the late Duchess of Albany, aunt of His 
Majesty, the Court to change to half mourning 
on Saturday, Septernber 23; and Saturday, Sep- 
tember 30, the Court to go out of mourning. 

The Duchess of Aloany, who was the widow 
of Prince Leopold, Duke of Albany, the 
youngest son of Queen Victoria, was bern on 
the 17th February, 1861, the daughter of the 
reigning Prince of Waldeck and Pyrmont. In 
1882 she was married to Prince Leopold, who 
died a little less than two years afterwards, 
leaving a posthumous son, who succeeded to 
the dukedom, and a daughter, who is now the 
Countess of Athlone, being married to the 
youngest brother of Queen Mary. The late 
Duchess had residences at Kensington Palace, 
Claremont (Esher), and Cannes, and was a 


member of the Order of Victoria and Albert, | 


a Lady of the Order of the Crown of India, 
and a Lady of Justice of the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem. During. her widowhood the 
Duchess interested herself in philanthropic work, 
and in the condition of the poor. She was the 
founder of the Deptford Fund, and was Vice- 
President of the League of Remembrance. She 
was one of the most enthusiastic patronesses of 
the Albert Hall Ball in aid of the Hospitals’ 
Joirt Appeai, and did much for those who had 
suffered in the war.

Signor Nitti, the ex-Premier, interviewed by 
& representative of the Piccolo, said that the 
proposal of Dr, Seipel, the Austrian Chancellor, 
for a Customs union between Austria and Italy 
was absurd. He gave it as his opinion that 
Austria could not live or work while bound by 
the Treaties of St; Germain and Versailles, and 
said that he were now at the head of the 
Government he would propose a® a 1 medy a 
territorial Customs union between all the succes 
gion States of the old Austro-Hungarian 
Empire—+t.c., lialy, Hungary, Austria, Ozecho 
Slovakia, Poland, and Jugo-Slavia—which would 
thus constitute a vast economic unity, @ power- 
ful soll with a population of 120 millions. 

Signor Nitti said that he saw no other path 
to safety. lf it were not taken, Auestria- 
Hungary and Poland would inevitably fall, 
Rumania would be impoverished, and the ports 
of Trieste and Fiume would fall. Such a union 
was in no way opposed to the Treaty of Ver 
sailles or any of the “ absurd Treaties which 
followed it. It was a question of a purely 
economic formation, a great economic territory 
which would see the first return to the noble 
tasks peace. it would mean safety for 
Trieste and resurrection for kiume. 

Signor Nitti concluded—'* 1 understand all the 
cificulties m the way and all the objections, 
hut there are few things which can he done 
with ease. One hundred and twenty million 
men who, after a bloody war, practice free ex 
change would by that one deed alone have ac 
complished the greatest work of the peace. 
Europe is economically oppressed. She needs to 
breathe. To give Anstria loans is, perhaps, a 
necessity. ‘To help in her reconstruction is an 
act of humane duty; but these are experimental 
remedies and of no avail. The question must be 
faced in all ita bitterness and all its complexity. 
The only remedy is the one I have indicated. I 
gan see no other.’’—(Reuter.) .

If we take joint 
action it might be possible to bring about some 
settlement, and we would be only too leased 
to do what we can for our country alt brin 
this unhappy strife and bloodshed to an end. 
The country is going to the dogs—a country that 
could be smiling in full and plenty, in peace 
and prosperity; but at present the name 
Ireland is a by-word among the nations of the 
earth. If we could bring about a cessation of 
hostilities with the gunmen we would be doing 
eood work for Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

Profeseor M. Walsh (Roscrea) said that force 
was the persecution of the country. If it was 
left to force alone the problem was further than 
ever from an end. If they (the Council) spread 
the appeal broadcast amongst the people some- 
thing good might come out of it. At present 
there seefned to be no end to the strife, and the 
economic life of the country was beag held up 
indefinitely. He thought that the only way of 
bringing about a settlement was by the oo- 
operation of the County Councils and Corpora- 
tions, who would take joint action, without bias 
to either side. 

The Chairman—It would come independently 
from the people themselves. 

Mr. Hassett—We could all do what is best in 
our hearts, and if we fail—well, we cannot be in 
a worse position than we are today. There 
has been a considerable amount of blood spilt 
already, and there may be a possibility, with 
God's help, yet of good work being done for 
Ireland. (Hear, hear.) There are excellent men 
on both eides—~no one can deny that; and all 
that is wanted is to bring them together to 
understand each other and end this terrible 
strife, which is carrying so much misery and 
destruction in ite trail. (Hear, hear.) 

After some further remarks, the Council de- 
cided to send Messrs. J. J. Hassett and J.

DR. HALLINAN’S HOPE.

“ My pear GENERAL O'Durry,—I left home on 
Monday week, otherwise you would have had 
a visit from me to express to yourself per- 
sonally, and, through you, the army and nation, 
my sorrow and sympathy on the death of 
General Michael Collins (R.I.P.). I have 
waited until the obsequies were over to rush 
you this line. I met him for tho first and last 
time with vou on Monday. the 14th. at the 
Cathedral Presbytery on the occasion of the 
High Mass for President Arthur Griffith. It 
was to me an agreeable surprise to gaze on that 
beaming, benevolent countenance, as different 
from the stern one I had pictured to inyself 
from newspaper photographs. His manly bear- 
ing—every inch a «oldier—his bright and cheer- 
ing words in the midst of the tragedies by 
which we are surrounded, filled me with hopes 
as to the future of my country. It is almost 
heart-breaking to think now that he himself, 
a tower of strength as organiser, soldier, and 
statesman, is lost to the Irish nation at a 
moment when apparently she most needed his 
wise leadership and whole-hearted self-sacrifice; 
but we are in the hands of God, Who in our 
darkest hour has watched over the destinies of 
our race and nation, and Who will not fail 
us now, bent down, as we are, under the weight 
of sorrow and tragedies. Ireland is not going 
to perish; we are being chastened and prepared 
for brighter and better days. The dying words 
of General Co'lins convey their lesson, and are 
an inspiration to those who have suceeded to 
the thorny. but clorious, inheritance of Arthur 
Griffith and himself, that whilst carrying out 
their principles and policy they should follow 
in their footsteps and be animated by no other 
feeling than theirs towards their misguided 
fellow-countrymen, who, in defiance of the will 
of the Irish people, are now rending the heart 
of the natjon.

THE BELFAST MURDERS.

DEAD POSTMAN A NATIVE OF 
SLIGO. 


No arrests have yet been made in connection 
with the two murders in Belfast last week, when 
a picture house attendant and a pastman were 
shot, notwithstanding the offer of a reward of 
£1,000 by the Northern Government for infor- 
mation. It appears that the postman, whose 
name was George Higgins, was a native of 
Tubbercurry, Co. Sligo, and was & Catholic. 
He was married and had a small family. He 
came to Belfast in October, 1921, and in the 
course of another few weeks would have com- 
pleted a year in the city, doing the duty of an 
auxiliary postman. His wife and family re- 
mained with his mother-in-law on the latter's 
farm at Tubbercurry. The shootings are gene- 
rally condemned in the city. i 

The Belfast Teleqranh prints an interview 
with a personal friend of Higgins. who said 
that prior to his coming to Belfast Higgins had 
been working in the Post Office at Elphin, Co. 
Roscommon. Táfe in that place, however, be- 
) came unbearable and dangerous. and he was ad- 
“vised by his friends to go to the North where 
L he would be quite safe. 

Asked if he could suggest any motive for the 
crime. the narrator seemed perfect!” convinced 
that the deceased man had heen followed by 
enemies from the West and shadowed throuch 
the eite until a favovrable opportunity for the 
murder presented itself. 

On the other hand, it is pointed out that he 
was found dead in the vicinity of the shipyards, 
which would scarcely be a suitable place to carry 
out such a deed of vengeance. 


CATHOLIC COMMITTEP’S 
STATEMENT. 


The Belfast Catholic Protection Committee 
have issued a statement concerning the speech 
delivered by Mr. Churchill in the House of 
Commons, and the outrages committed in the 
city -since that date, in the course of which 
they say :— 

“The outrages that have occurred in Belfast 
since the date of that speech, which was also 
the date on which the Lord Mayor's appeal was 
issued, should prove, what the Catholics of 
this city have always insisted on, that they 
have always suffered from acts of aggression, 
and that they were forced to protect themselves 
because protection bv constituted authority 
was denied to them. Those outrages have heen 
committed exclusively by ‘lovalists.’ They 
were not instigated by lovaltvy, but by bigotrv. 
The later outrages synchronise with the with- 
drawal of the military from certain areas in 
the city, nossibly through the desire of the 
Northern Government to denend on its own 
forces for the maintenance of law and order. 
It does not look as if the military can be 
withdrawn from those areas with safety to one 
section of the community. It looks as if thev 
must be restored to duty again if neace is 
desired. for there sre unmistakable indication= 
that another ontbrerk is imminent, and 
Catholics are- well justified in refrsing to have 
confidence in the willineness of the forces cf 
the Northern Government to act impartially 
againet the real disturbers of the neace. 

“We venture to suegest to the Northern 
Government that they cannot govern 
economically so strong a minority as the 
Catholics in the six counties withont concedine 
to them certain rights thet micht induce them 
éa co-operate with the Administration. Tf the 
Northern Government persists in its. attitude 
that the Catholics are to have no recoenised 
rights, it mnst follow that the misguided sun- 
norters of the Government will continne = to 
aseert the ‘rithts’ which they ave erioved 
without interference for so considerable a 
period, and which thev have alwavs interrreted 
as freedom to persecute ard victimise Catholics 
on ‘religious’ grounds. These neonle cannot 
be expected to recognise thet Catholics are 
entitled to fair treatment when that is denied 
hy the Government thev snnnort. The Northern 
Government rules over the general bodv of 
Catholies in the six counties by the right of 
force. Motal recognition and co-oneration are 
bevond the power of force to obtain. These 
must he withheld until guarantees are given 
that Parliamentary and political rights belone 
to the minority as well as to the majority in 
the six counties. 

“At the risk of being wearisomely reitera- 
tive, we acain draw attention to the fact that 
the Catholics of the six county area number 
more than one-third of the tot-' nopulation. 
Ronghlv. the numbers are 820,000 Protestants 
and 429.000 Catholics. 


DIFFICULTIES OF IRISH 
GOVERNMENT. 


Mr. Thomas Moles, M.P., addressing the 
Mountpottinger “B” Specials of the Ulster Con- 
stabulary, said that anyone who had watched 
the trend of public events in Northern Ireland, 
or in any part: of Ireland, must have been 
struck by the extraordinary difficulties of 
government. A wide disregard for law and 
order had marked the period preceding the de- 
cline and extinction of the R.LC., but the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, which had taken 
the place of this force in Ulster, had enhanced 
its fine reputation. He did not hesitate to 
affirm that had there been no Ulster Specials 
and “ A,” “ B,” and “C” classes, the very fabric 
of law and order would have crumbled into dust 
before their eyes. Theirs was no easy task, and 
the Government, whose servants they were, had 
no easy task cither. 

Nowadays, said Mr. 
were not popular*anywhere. Instances of this 
were Russia, Germany, France, Italy, and 
Greece. Even Great Britain had troubles with 
government. ; 

Touching on the position of the Provisional 
Government, he said that it had a terrible task 
in the restoration of law and order. He knew 
that the Northern Government had its ‘critics 
too. 

The speaker concluded by hoping that the 
time was not far distant when the crimes of 
the past would be no more than an unhappy 
dream. He hoped they would soon see peace 
reigning, when their force would be considered 
no longer necessary. The best for Ulster, said 
Mr. Moles, was yet to be. (Applausec.)

third attempt made to climb the mountain when 
the party were overtaken’ by an avalanche and 
seven porters lost their lives, 

Mr. Mallory states :-—Suddenly, from the foot 
of an icecliff, not more than a hundred feet up 
the slope above us, there started a ama 
avalanche of powdery snow. Somervell, Craw- 
ford and 1 were carried down in the seething 
mass, often buried, but never deeply, so that 
when the slope eased slightly and the avalanche 
stopped, we were able to extricate ourselves. 
On looking about us we saw with consternation 
that the head of the avalanche below us had 
overwhelmed two of the head parties of porters— 
nine men in all—and had me them over an 
icecliff some fifty feet highs urying them in 
the ice gulf at its foot. The whole slope was 
not above 250 feet. 

By din, of much strenuous work, in which 
we were seconded splendidly by the remaining 

rters, two of the men were recovred alive. 

h others were unfortunately dead by the time 
we recovered them. 


ANOTHER RUSSIAN PLOT. 


NUMEROUS ARRESTS. 


BERLIN, Sunday. 

On the night of August 27 numerous arrests 
were made amongst the higher officials of the 
Soviet institutions of Moscow. Eight specialists 
of the Supreme Council, three departmental 
chiefs of the Commissariat of Agriculture, and 
twenty-two higher officials of the Commissariats 
of ucation, Finance, Posts and Telegraphs 
had been thrown into prison. 

All the arrested are accused of plotting the 
overthrow of Bolshevist authority during the 
forthcoming election to the Soviets. The Che-ka 
(political division) se that it has discovered 
an extremely powerful body with ramifications 
all over Soviet Russia, which great numbers of 
workers, peasants, and officials had joined. 

It has informed the Government that this 
organisation had for its object the defeat of the 
Communists at the October elections. In con- 
nection with the alleged discovery of this plot, a 
large number of arrests have been made in the 
factory districts.—(Z’imes telegram.)

“ SPREADING THE SPIRIT OF 


REVOLUTION,” 


WARSAW, Thursday. 

Lemberg advices refer to the insurrectionary 
movement which has broken out in the Western 
Ukraine, with the apparent object of prevent- 
ing the Soviet authorities from requisitioning 
the crops which have just teen gathered. Some 
districts are said to terrorised by small 
bands of insurgents, which go about the country 
massacring cal marauding, so that officials are 
afraid to emerge from the towns without a 
strong military escort. . 

Depredations are also reported by a division 
of Red Cossacks, which has ‘taken up its quar- 
ters in the neighbourhood of Ploskirov, for the 
purpose, it is explained, of spreading a real 
revolutionary spirit among the inhabitants. It 
is seizing goods, from shops and co-operative 
societies on the ground that they are of Polish 
origin. 

A recrudescence of persecution of the Catholic 
Church in the Ukraine, involving the pillaging 
of churches and the arrest and_ ill-treatment 
of Catholic priests, is also mentioned. At 
Kamieniec, Podolia, the Soviet Commissaries 
are alleged to have had all the churches shut 
up, and to have had the people who clamoured 
for their re-opening dispersed by cavalry.— 
(Reuter.)

POOR DEMAND FOR WIDE. 


FACILITIES. 


The Air Ministry announce’ that traffic on the 
Continental air services operating to and from 
the London terminal aerodrome, Croydon, con- 
tinued to show an expansion during the month 
of July. The number of machines of all 
nationalities arriving and departing was 7il, 
an increase of nearly 100 machines over the 
previous largest monthly figure. The departures 
and arrival figures were, respectively, 357 and 
554. The three British companies, Handley 
Page Transport, Ltd., the Instone Air Line, 
and Daimler Line, Lid., operated 446 machines, 
or nearly 63 per cent. of the total number of 
aircraft using the aerodrome. 

Passengers totalled 1,591, a figure which is 
considerably less than last year, but the British 
proportion, which totalled 1,272, is the highest 
number transported on British machines during 
any month since Continental services were 
inaugurated. 

The total weight of goods carried shows an 
increase over any previous monthly period, the 
quantity of newspapers, mails, and general 
goods being 73.3 tons, of which the "neg ro- 
portion was carried in British aeroplanes, he 
argest increase is shown in the newspaper 
traffic, which contribated 34.3 tons of the total. 

The efficiency of British services continues to 
be of a high standard, the percentage of flights 
carried out on the London-Paris route being 
nearly 96 per cent. | | . 

While British companies continue to secure 
the greater portion of all classes of traffic, it 
has to be noted that the machines are still 
obtaining only a small proportion of the traffic 
required to operate on a seund commercial 
basis, the pear accommodation utilised on 
British aircraft being only 36 per cent. of the 
available space, and the useful cargo capacity 
used only 47 per cent.

LORD LONDONDERRY AND THE 


ISSUE. 


The Marquis of Londonderry, speaking as Pre- 
sident of the Durham County Unionist Associa- 
tion, on Saturday, said that a general election 
must be faced sooner or later, and later could 
not be more than a few months from now. That 
election would comprise great issues and respon- 
sibilities. It was easy to criticise the Coalition, 
but the fact remained that our credit at this 
moment stood very high, and the state of the 
country was infinitely preferable to the state of 
any other country.

A QUESTION OF NAME. 


The discovery a few days ago of a massive 
old badge from the sunken Spanish galleon in 
obermory Bay has reawakened hopes of 
a finds in the treasure hunt which has 
een carried on there for many years. The 
badge is of ancient design and peculiar work- 
manship. More important discoveries may soon 
be announced. The progress of the work, at 
any rate, justifies the high expectations of those 
who are engaged in it. 

The vessel, which has lain embedded in mud 
and boulders for more than three hundred years, 
la supposed to be named the Almirante de 
Florencia, but recent controversy has revived 
doubts expressed by the late Andrew Lang as 
to whether a ship so named was included in 
the ill-fated Spanish fleet. Lang's theory was 
that Almirante de Florencia was probabl a 
mis-reading for the Almiranta (or ead 
of Flores—Don Diego Flores, the commander 
of a squadron of the Armada. His contention 
was that the vessel sunk after an explosion off 
the coast of Mull was the San Juan Bautista of 
Sicily, and he supported it by quotation of a 
statement written in December, 1588, by 
Captain Morolin de Juan, Pilot General of the 
Armada. 

The matter of the name is not of primary 
importance, unless it were found to be true that 
the San Juan Bautista was neither flagship nor 
vice-flagship, and was, therefore, not ikely to 
be the bearer of Spanish treasure. The point, 
however, has stimulated public interest in the 
romantic quest,

CHRISTIANITY THE 
_MOTIVE FORCE.

BRITISH PRIMATE’S 
SERMON, 


GENEVA, Sunday. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury preached to- 
day at the Cathedral to the delegates of the 
League of Nations. Lord Balfour, the chief 
British delegate to the Assembly, read the 
Lessons at the Service. 

His Grace spoke from the text: ‘“‘ Seek ye 

first the Kingdom of God and His righteousness, 
and all these things shall be added unto you” (St, 
Matthew vi., 33). He said that the League of 
Nations, though it touched only a portion of the 
field of Christian faith and life, can claim un- 
hesitatingly, both for its purpose and its policy, 
the surest Christian sanction. “Its keynote 
vibrates in harmony with the keynote of the 
Christian faith itself, and the Christian faith 
lies at the core of the progressive history of 
mankind. 
_ “Tf we consider what the League of Nations 
is for, what its covenant covers, what are its 
aims, its possibilities, its resolves, here it lies 
compact: ‘The Kingdom of God and His 
righteousness.’ It is nothing less than that. 
Promoting it, we take part in something which, 
in that fashion, has never before been at- 
tempted among the sons of men. We want 
nations loyally to conform to it as nations, not 
merely men as men. And that—are we not per- 
snaded of it, or we should not be here—that can 
come true. 3 

“The League of Nations is now a living body 
among us. We want to ensure for it a living 
soul. For that we must eee that it is in touch 
not only with practical politics, but with the 
very highest and deenest things. ‘Seek ye first 
the Kingdom of God.” That bids us, at the 
least, believe in, and avow that we believe in, 
and steadily act as believers in, the presence 
among us of a Divine Ruler, Who will guide 
what we may call the ‘ thoughtful” life of 
communities—that is to say, of nations as well 
‘as of individuals. í 

“The mission of Christian society, ' said his 
Grace, “is not exhausted. They must seek to 
bring. about on earth the inward recognition 
everywhere of the great ideal, an enduring, 
advancing ‘ Kingdom of God,’ absorbing the 
work of the generations and establishing a 
kingdom not made with hands, into which the 
nations shall bring their theories, ideals, 
policies, as to a touchstone, for testing their 
worth.” 


MODERN EUROPE, 


PEOPLE’S WIDER INTERESTS. 


He believed that in the peoples of Europe 
to-day, for all their divergencies and strifes, 
there is a higher level of average knowledge 
and intelligence. ‘‘A better understanding— 
I will not say of one another, but about one 
another—is beginning to prevail. There is a 
little, just a little, 
country of what people say and think in other 
countries. That elementary knowledge is the 
outcome, in part, of the great war itself. The 
soil has been upturned. Right seed rightly 
sown could grow now more readily than ever 
before, and a common currency of thought, 
though not yet of opinion, is beginning surely 
to be perceptible. 

“ The hour is ripe for the husbandry of a 
League of Nations—ripe for the sowing and 
then for the growth of popular thoughts un- 
attainable before. Sometimes there arises in 
one’s brain a strange—you may deem it a 
fantastic—vision. You and I are accustomed 
to ways of habitual human intercourse un- 
dreamed of a few generations ago. Telegraphy, 
photography, telephony have revolutionised our 
modes of transmitting knowledge from man to 
man, and of spreading it afield. And we are 
trembling, I suppose, upon the verge of de- 
velopments thereof vast beyond reckoning. I 
am wholly unfit to judge or to imagine what 
“broadcasting,” to use a new phrase, may bring 
about in the dissemination of knowledge or of 
food for thought. I only know that what 
has already been achieved in all forms of 
widening human intercourse sunders us from 
any previous period of human life on earth. — 

“Has anyone, I wonder, tried to forecast, in 

vision, what these conditions might be made 
to mean for the implanting of some deep truth, 
some sacred message or revelation among 
millions, instead of hundreds, of receptive 
minds? If, already, in our own generation we 
see the growth of that wider spirit, what may 
we not look for in the generation now growing 
to manhood and womanhood ? 
“Within the last few weeks Paris and Cam- 
bridge, and Geneva itself, have seen huge 
gatherings of those who represent the popular 
thoughts and activities of the coming days. 
Do we all realise the magnitude of those 
happenings? 

7 The International Conference of Boy Scouts, 
held last week in Paris, had delegates from 
thirty different nations, representing an aggre- 
gate membership of a million and a half young 
men and lads. In England the corresponding 
Conference of Girl Guides represented half a 
million girts from twenty-five nations, And 
here, in Geneva, these were followed by the 
Conference in which those vast enlistments 
from different lands gave expression to a firm 
resolve. 

“ To what did they commit themselves, those 
millions who are going to bear the next genera- 
tion’s burden ? To a firm resolve for better, 
worthier citizenship, and, note it, for interna- 
tional peace. Rightly it is said that if we are 
to bring about peace in the world the way will 
lie not so much in legislation as in the will of 
the peorles, and this implies education of the 
olicoming generation to international goodwill. 
All things must, of course, be visionary when 
you are looking ten years ahead: but this vision 
has substance behind it. We are witnessing, we 
are sharing, the birth-throes of a new day for 
good or ill, and unsubstantial visions take out- 
line-shape at such ‘an hour. 

“The dawn, though red, perhaps, and lower- 
ing, is permeating the lands with a little more 
daylight. Take advantage of that light, such 
as it ig. A craving—is it a mere fantasy to 
think so °—a craving is asfir for better, 
healthier things, not in one country only, but 
in many. 


EACH NATION'S TRUST. 
v IY COUNCILS FAIL. 

** Remember,’ a great Christian prorhet of 

our time has said, ‘remember that each nation 

has some ministry committed to it; that its 

end is not aggrandisement, but service; that 


{even war is immeasurably better than the be- 


trayal of its trust, the neglect of its duty to 
those who rightly look to it.’ 

“We have been watching with eager and 
tremulous anxiety during recent months the 
sustained endeavcur which competent men with 
the keenest brains in Europe have, in complete 
hdnestly, been making to decide and define what 
is each nation’s trust at this juncture in the 
st-war yeurs—that is to say, what is its Wuty 
th to its own citizens and to the citizens of 
other lands, whether in war-time they were 
friends or foes. Many of us have been walking, 
as it were, on tiptoe in Eurore, im the deter- 
mination not to interrupt, and so, perhaps, spoil, 
consultations, the delicacy and ~ difficulty of 
which it ia impossible to exaggerate. 

“We have watched, we have waited, we have 
prayed that the righteous and peaceable solu- 
tion both for the community of nations and for 
its several parte may be found, and the depres- 
sion of anxiety and bewilklerment be relieved. 
“These skilled counsellors have sought it 
chiefly, as in duty bound, along economic lines. 
Dare we say, dare we even hope, that their en- 
deavour has been yet successful ? I trow not. 
May it, perhaps, be true that in the present 
temrer of States, and, therefore, of statesmen, 
and under the influences which so easily beset 
even the most honest, a solution upon lines 
solely economic is, in plain fact, unattainable?” 

His Grace said that one heard instinctively 
the words of his text. The best of our states- 
men realised that there is an essential need for 
forces other than those of logic and economics. 
They must seek righteousness. A nation might 
have to face expenditure or strain, or what is 
called some lowering of its prestige, not directly 
for its own good, but for the sake of some 
thing which is quite a righteous, clearly 
for the common good. n such case there 
would be no shrinking. 

We dare not forget that the whole idea of 
the League of Nations involved—and its pro- 
moters said so--the possibility of some positive 
element of national sacrifice. The League was 
entered into sacredly. It will be, it must be, 
sacredly fulfilled. It may well be a matter of 
supremest difficulty to know where the line is 
to be drawn. It will perhaps tax to the utter- 
most the brain and vision of the foremost 
statesmen of different lands both in Europe and 
overseas, Patriotism by itself will not suffice, 
We need another and a deeper thing, the in- 
dwelling, permeating Spirit of God.

“We have long known something of what war 
meant, but our knowledge has been blurred 
and diverted by a sort of haze or glamour 
which has surrounded warfare when viewed 
from a distance, and by memories of the 
heroism and the magnificent devotion to which 
it has given occasion and opportunity down the 
whole range of the story of the world.

From Homer to Froissart, to Shakespeare, to 


glorifying, and rightly glorifying, the heroes 
of our fights. 

“ We have seen too much of what its prosaic 
horrors mean, and no men have spoken more 
emphatically on the subject than some of our 
foremost generals in the field. ‘Its essence and a 
main condition of its success,’ wrote a war student 
thirty years ago, “is to kindle into fierce exer- 
cise among great masses of men the most de- 
structive and combatant passions—passions as 
fierce and as malevolent as that with which the 
tiger springs upon its prey.” That is dia- 
bolical enough, but we know and realise— 
the world knows and realises—far more now. 
We have seen what it comes to when wrought 
on the scale and in the conditions under which 
those five years groaned and travailed. 

* How worthless, how ignorant, how heartless 
sounds to-day the easy talk we can remember in 
the pre-war days upon the lips of some, that a 
war would not be a bad thing for us after all, 
that a little blood-letting is all to the good, and 
so on. Good God! Will anybody so speak now ? 
We have seen with our own eyes, we have heard 
in our own homes and hospitals its unspeakable, 
its illimitable horrors. And deliberately we say 
that, God helping us, there shall be no ' next 
time.’ The foremost thinkers and statesmen 
and rulers now alive in Christendom have thrown 
their strength into devising plans—by tribunals, 
by delays, by pledges, by conditions, by sanc- 
tions—to make the thing impossible. 

é“ And meantime we may surely say that mili- 
tarism has fashioned its own coffin. We are 
Every thinking man 
who is worthy of the name, whatever his creed, 
whatever his nationality, is with us in the re- 
solve. Civilised humanity~—yea, and uncivilised— 
is on our side.

WEST AFRICAN EXPORT DUTIES. 


At the meeting of the Eastern and African 
Trade Corporation's shareholders in Liverpool, 
Mr. J. H. Batty, the chairman, mentioned that 
the expected E.P.D. refund should be £700,000, 
a welcome windfall. In the matter of profits, 
1922 will, he anticipated, prove a lean year, 
though sensibly better than 1921, when, in fact, 
trade conditions were at their worst.

couragement of production. The export duties 
ought to go, and if retrenchments in ndi- 
ture are necessary to that end, retrenchments 
must be made.

LABOUR 


‘ Y a ms og há 
CO-OPER Al ION NECESSARY. 

In a lecture on “ Democratic Industrialism.’ 
delivered under the auspices of the Irish Co- 
operative Manufacturing Society, at 40 Upper 
Sackville street, Dublin, “st wet, Mr. Andrew 
K. Malone said that Ireland was at the cross 
roads of its destiny, and that what they 
thought and did that day would of necessity 
be the basis of their future economic system. 
Throughout the world they saw Labour and 
Capital in conflict—Labour discontent and un- 
happy because it did not share, to the extent 
it thought possible, the fruits of its work, and 
Capital restless because of world insecurity, 
and very much perturbed because of the atti- 
tude of Labour. In any well ordered industrial 
system these two forces should work in 
harmony, if the best possible results were to be 
obtained. 

As a result of historical events Capital was 
dominant, and, because of many things, the 
larger section of the human race was in 
poverty-stricken subjection; while a few reaped 
all the benefits of economic effort. Ireland had 
an opportunity of benefiting from the experi- 
ence of this economic history of the world. 
They could see where the mistakes had been 
made, and do their utmost to avoid similar 
errors. They had an opportunity unique in the 
history of nations, imasmuch as they should 
set out to reconstruct, and practically recreate, 
an economic system. That being so they should 
take heed of the lessons of économic history, 
and endeavour to bring the relations of tie 
economic forces of Capital and Labour into that 
state of harmony which would produce the maxi. 
mum output, and give the greatest possible hap- 
piness to the community. 

The method which had been adopted in the 
Irish Co-operative Clothing Manufacturing 
Society was one which harmonised the interests 
of the producer and the consumer, from both 
sections of which it drew its capital, and the 
worker was npt a worker only, but a part 
proprietor in the concern in which he was em- 
ployed. That was the method upon which 
a democratic industrial system could be built 
up, and it was the method which would give the 
people of Ireland complete control of their own 
industries for the benefit of themselves

propose to commemorate’ the 
approaching bicentenary of Christopher Wren— 
be famous architect of St. Paul’s—-by raising 
a fund towards the £100,000 necessary for the 
essential work of repair on the piers and arches 
supporting the great dome.

Under the shadow of the little Church at 
Sandringham lie at rest many of His Majesty's 
servants. In almost every case gravestones 
have been put up to their memory either by 
King Edward VII. or King George. There lies 
Thomas Amos, the King's shepherd. A Mr. 
Macdonald was apparently a peacemaker in 
the Royal household, for ' Blessed are the 

acemakers”’ is the text chosen by King 
idward himself. On a tombstone erected to 
the memory of a coachman the text is engraved, 
“The King’s favour is toward a wise servant.” 

The late Lord Northcliffe was a warm 
admirer and personal friend of General Booth, 
of the Salvation Army. At a select dinner 
party on board ah ocean liner the Salvation 
Army was mentioned, and one of Lord North- 
cliffe’s friends suggested a motive that was 
not altogether worthy the Army's founder. 
Lord Northcliffe clicked his glass with his 
knife, ang called the speaker to order with 
‘Gentlemen, all the religion I have I owe to 
General Booth, and I will not permit anything 
derogatory, either to him or to his Army, to 
be said in my presence.” A few days before 
leaving England for Washington, as chairman 
of the British War Mission, he called upon the 
General at International Headquarters. After 
a very familiar talk, during which the General 
spoke of eternal things, as the two shook hands 
hands, Lord Northcliffe said, “* Well, General, 
you know I sometimes think I ought to have 
been one of your captains.” 

St. Peter’s Church, Portland, which has just 
been celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of ite 
consecration, was built by convicts. The 
mosaic border round the porch and the pav.- 
ment of the church were the work of Constance 
Kent and other women brought from Woking 
Prison for this task. The mosaic in the 
reredos is also the work of a convict. Several 
beautiful examples of woodcarving are to be 
seen, on one of which, a prie-dieu, the crafts- 
man has placed his name and the broad arrow. 
The pulpit, carved of a solid block of Portland 
stone, was the work of Irish Fenian prisoners. 

The plane for the centenary celebration of 
the Colonial and Continental Church Society 
next June include an Overseas Exhibition in 
the Horticultural Hall, Westminster, relating to 
Canada, Australia, and East Africa, in which 
countries the Society is actively at work, par- 
ticularly among the British settlers in their 
first years of struggle, isolation, and often 
poverty and hardship. It is hoped to raise a 
centenary fund of £100,000.
